Volunteers sted for center

SAN DIEGO — The new St. Vincent 
de Paul Center for the homeless, 
scheduled to open Sept. 1, is looking for 
350 volunteers to help staff the new 
facility. 

Margot Howard, SVDP volunteer 
coordinator since June, has been given 
the task of recruiting people to work in the 
$10.3 million center. 

The facility will house 350 persons a 
night and serve about 1,200 meals a day. 
Howard said SVDP will serve breakfast 
and dinner, and the San Diego Catholic 
Worker will provide lunch. 

Howard said experience is not required

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Koreans 
eye strife 
from afar

SAN DIEGO — Former residents of 
South Korea doubt that President Chun 
Doo Hwan will keep his promise to carry 
out democratic reforms proposed by the 
ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP), 
recent interviews here reveal. 

In a televised nationwide address July 
1, President Chun agreed to a direct 
election of his successor by the citizens, a 
revision of the country’s constitution and 
freedom for most political prisoners. 

Chun’s concessions followed weeks of 
protest and violence, staged mostly by 
native university students. 

He resigned as head of the DJP and 
chose Roh Tae Woo to succeed him. 

“‘T fear Chun’s promises are a ploy to 
quiet the people so the Olympics can be 
held there next summer,”’ said Dr. Irene 
Holecek, a pediatrician for the County of 
San Diego who served as a Columban 
medical missionary nun in South Korea 
from 1965 to 1982. 

Thomas Ha, director of San Diego’s 
Korean Catholic community, said that 
Chun has broken previous promises to 
democratize the government. He ‘sides 
with the majority of South Koreans who 
are skeptical of the president’s promises. 
Ha predicts a bloodbath if Chun reneges. 

Augustine Oh and Francisco Shin, 
Korean parishioners at Holy Family 
Church, believe that if direct elections are 
held, they probably will be manipulated 
by the DJP. 

““A free election would put Chun’s 
party out of power and force him to leave 
the country, said Peter Kim, another 
Korean parishioner. 

The seven respondents unanimously 
agreed that the Catholic Church has 
played a strong role in building up South 
Koreans’ dissatisfaction with their 
dictatorial rulers. 

Cardinal Stephen Kim Sou: Hwan 
stresses ‘‘that the church in Korea should 
serve the poor and the sick,’’ Holecek 
said, describing him as ‘‘a man of 
gentleness, but firm resolve.’’ 

Last month the cardinal asked Chun to 
allow direct presidential elections. The 
prelate also persuaded students occupying

New support program 
for children underway 


SAN DIEGO — A peer support 
program for youth living with single 
parents and with stepparents can be formed 
in parishes and schools, according to Libby 
Day. ; 

She recently completed training which 
certified her as a director for the program, 
“Rainbows for All God’s Children.”’ 

It is available for youth, ages 4 to 19, in 

‘public and parochial schools. 

The program will ‘‘help children better 
understand their family unit changes due to 
death, divorce, separation or 
abandonment.’’ However, it can be 
adapted ‘‘for any child who is hurting, 
regardless of his family situation,’’ 
according to the director. 

The program is designed to help children 
share their feelings, with the guidance of an 
adult, so they can “‘learn to feel better about 
themselves, develop the ability to handle 
their problems and work toward building a 
new family unit,’’ she continued. 

- The program originated in the 
Archdiocese of Chicago and has spread 
throughout the United States, Canada and 
Australia.

Last 
year the facility was filled every night, 
providing homeless men with beds and two 
meals daily. 

The shelter for single women and their 
children, the House of Hope in El Centro, 
has 15 beds for women and three cribs for 
infants.

‘ALCALA PARK — Like an athlete 
training for the Olympics, Dianne Brehm 
prepared for her three-day hike in the 
Chiricuhua wilderness southeast of 
Tucson. 

She wanted to scout an advance trip for 
Sierra Club members who planned to 
backpack there in September. Ordinarily 
such a venture is done in pairs, but 
Brehm said she felt qualified to take the 
25-mile trek alone. She knew there would 
be other backpackers in the area. 

The registered nurse had recently 
graduated: from the club’s mountaineer 
course and completed training to lead 
hiking groups. 

Aerobics, calisthenics and climbing 
Cowles Mountain in San Carlos with a 
40-pound backpack had been part of her 
daily routine for two weeks before she 
headed for Arizona. 

Brehm said she telephoned the Forest 
Service in the Chiricuhua wilderness 
several times; mentally ‘‘walking through 
every leg of the hike.”’ 

As a final precautionary measure, she 
gave a copy of a map of her route to a 
backpacker in San Diego. They agreed to 
what seemed a foolproof plan. If she did 
not call him on May 26 by 5 p.m. — the 
estimated time her hike would end — he 
was to notify the Cochise County sheriff 
that she was probably lost. 

Satisfied with such extensive 
preparations, Brehm anticipated the 
upcoming Memorial Day weekend as a 
time of spiritual renewal. The parishioner 
of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart Church 
could almost feel her closeness to nature 
and God’s creatures. 

She drove from San Diego to Gila 
Bend, Ariz., equipped with standard 
backpacking gear: nylon tent, sleeping 
bag, clothing, compass, altimeter, food, 
water, sunscreen, flashlight, matches, 
candle and a small butane stove. 

The hiker parked at the Turkey Creek 
campground at the beginning of the trail 
leading into the wilderness. 

Then, unexpected events turned the 
excursion into an 12-day battle between 
faith and fear. Brehm narrated - the 
following account of her ordeal in an 
interview with the Southern Cross. 


May 24 
I set out at noon from the main crest 
trail in the Chiricuhua Mountains, which 
peaks at 10,000 feet. I passed other 
hikers, who also seemed to bask in the 
65-degree sunny day.

SAFE AND SOUND — Dianne Brehm had a real ordeal. 


By 5:30 p.m., I reached a campground 
one-half mile beyond Chiricuhua peak 
where I enjoyed a beautiful sunset with 
several other backpackers. 


May 25 

I started an exploratory hike off the 
trail. Shortly before noon, a strong wind 
blew away my map. I returned to the 
campsite where I met a hiking couple and 
studied their topographical map to orient 
myself to the environment. The safest 
strategy seemed to take an alternate four- 
mile trail back to my car. 

I began this leg of the hike at 1:30 p.m. 
Three hours later I was halfway back to 
the car, but could not find the path. I 
tried to backtrack but lost my way.

I camped at the site, ate freeze-dried 
peaches, hard candy and drank some of 
my remaining six pints of water. I was 
frightened, but did not panic because I 
had the necessities for survival. I slept in 
my tent in a canyon. 


May 26 

In order to remain calm, I prayed the 
rosary, using my fingers for beads. I 
climbed an 8,200-foot ridge and made 
camp. I built a fire, spread out the 
aluminum side of a blanket to catch the 
-sun’s rays and signaled by flashing a 
mirror at the sun the rest of the day. After 

dark I used a night signal flasher. 
It was reassuring to know that my 
friend would call the sheriff at 5 p.m., and

that a search party would be looking for 
me in the morning. 

I drank the last pint of water and had 
only about 10 pieces of hard candy left. I 
went to sleep hungry. 


May 27 

I was awakened by the sound of planes 
I thought would rescue me. I increased 
the frequency of my signaling, which I 
continued during the day. At intervals I 
lay down in a nearby shaded area to cool 
off, conserve energy and slow down the 
dehydration. process. 


May 28, 29 
I continued the same routine, rationing 
the candy to two pieces a day. 
Overpowering thirst made me unaware of 
my hunger. 


May 30 

It froze. I licked the frost from my 
sleeping bag to moisten my lips; my 
throat was beginning to swell. I felt light- 
headed and dizzy. 

Fearful of becoming hysterical and 
making a fatal mistake, I forced myself to 
remain in a rational state. Praying the 
rosary every morning helped my 
calmness so I could make plans. 

I signaled less often. It was becoming 
harder to walk to the fire — the 15-foot 
distance seemed like a mile. Fierce winds 
later in the day made it necessary to 
smother the fire. My thirst made sleep 
impossible. 


May 31 

I started to hallucinate by seeing 
multiple rescue teams. The noise of birds 
and insects were magnified; branches 
snapping under my feet sounded like a 

n. 

While laying down I blacked out 
several times. I was afraid to look for 
water, fearful of losing the campsight. I 
remembered hearing that a person can 
live 10 days in the mountains without 
water. 


June 1 

I saw a rescue helicopter and thought it 
was an hallucination. 

Feeling lonely, angry and frustrated, I 
begged Jesus, Mary, Jude, St. 
Anthony and every saint I could think of 
to intercede for me. I felt there was a void 
between God and me, but didn’t seem 
abandoned by him. Torn between 
surrendering to God’s will and fighting 
for my life, I prayed for a sign that I 
would survive. I received no response and

When Pope John Paul II proclaimed the current 
Marian Year, there were some who thought the times too 
perilous and other needs too pressing for such an 
obviously devotional project. 

It seemed to the critics that all the effort and time that 


would go into this endeavor could be used more - 


profitably. 

In his encyclical ‘‘Redemptoris mater,’’ ‘‘Mother of 
the Redeemer,’’ in which he proclaims this to be 
‘‘Marian Year II,’’ the Holy Father not only refutes those 
critics but sets out the reasons for this devotional year with 
great urgency. 

At first glance, the encyclical does not appear to be a 
major work, such as the great social encyclicals of Pope 
Leo XIII and Pope Pius XI. It does not open new 
frontiers of social thought or send the church down the 
path of theological innovation. It does not condemn 
modern errors or combat philosophical meandering. 


And that is just its force. It restates, with great 
thoroughness and thorough logic, the entire Christian 
field of Mariology. From the time that the Council of 
Ephesus in 431 A.D. proclaimed that Mary is the Mother 
of God until the definition of the Assumption of Mary at 
the end of her earthly life by Pope Pius XII, the whole 
field of Mariology has provided a richness to Christian 
living that opens the Incarnation into our lives. 

The teaching of the Divine Maternity of Mary 
reemphasizes the true humanity of Christ. He is God 
come-into-the-world through Mary, the vessel of his 
choice. 


The Holy Father points out that the church is on a 
pilgrimage of faith, and Mary is the abiding model of 
Christian faith, saluted as such by the archangel Gabriel 
at the Annunciation and by St. Elizabeth at the 
Visitation, both recorded by St. Luke. 


The pope spends one whole section, five pages, on 
interpreting the prayer, the Magnificat (Luke 1:46-55). 


THINKING OUTLOUD

In this great canticle Mary proclaims our faith in the God 
who fulfills his promises, made to Abraham and his seed, 
and fulfilled in Christ and shared by us. 

She is not only the model of faith, she is the great 
example of liberation and freedom, even as she proclaims 
the preferential love for the poor that is evidenced by God 
and is involved in the very mission of the church. 


Priests and Religious who recite the Office every day, . 


and many of the laity who pray the Office from devotion, 
recite the Magnifcat every day at Vespers, evening 
prayer. May I suggest that we all adopt this prayer as 
daily devotion, especially for night prayers. 

As the Holy Father writes of the Magnificat, ‘‘Drawing 
from Mary’s heart, from the depth of her faith expresssed 
in this prayer, the church renews ever more effectively in 
herself the awareness that the truth about God who 
saves, the truth about God who is the source of every gift, 
cannot be separated from the manifestation of his love of 
preference for the poor and lowly, that love which, 
celebrated by the Magnificat, is later expressed in the 
words and works of Jesus.”’ 

The entire encyclical deserves the careful attention of 
every devout Christian. It is a marvelous review of our 
Christian faith and of the vital importance Marian 
devotion has in connection with true Christianity.

Hands across the border

I have always been intimidated by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service officers who hold the authority to 
reject or admit me to my own country. 

I’m a “‘straight and narrow, follow the rules, salute the 
flag”? person. What do you expect of a kindergarten 
teacher? 

In July of 1975, I was especially apprehensive as we 
approached the border. Hawkers, both young and old, 
with wares ranging from blankets, to pots, to paper 
flowers, strolled between the cars. An old man with a 
weathered face, missing teeth and ragged clothes stopped 
by our car 

‘*Flowers, mister?’”’ 

““Sure,’’ my husband, Rob, answered. 

““Two dollar.”’ 

**Too much.”’ 

“One dollar fifty.”’ 

Quickly, the transaction was over. 

As we inched toward the gate, I tried to calm myself by 
looking into Holly’s eyes. The black jewels were closing 
and I held her close. This wasn’t exactly how I pictured 
bringing home our first child would be. : 

After arrangements had been made by lawyers on both 
sides of the border, we had met friends in Caesar’s 
Restaurant in Tijuana. We were handed a baby and told 
the predesignated code, ‘‘She’s abandoned.”’ 

With Holly now in my arms, it was time to take her 
home. 


Despite the fact it was 90 degrees outside, I wrapped ~ 


her tightly and stumbled out of Caesar’s. I remember 
thinking to myself, ‘‘I’m a mother!”’ 
Without time to comprehend the magnitude of that 


innocent thought, Rob and I paid the parking attendant, 
got in the car and headed for the border. ; 

There were only about five cars ahead of us now. Holly 
was asleep. 

“Que bonita!”’ I had told our Mexican friends. Black 
hair, about three inches long, was sticking out all over 
Holly’s head. She had round chubby cheeks. 

As we approached the border, I began to sweat. Not 
perspire, just plain sweat. Soon, we were the second car in 
line. es 

The immigration officer in our lane was a large man. 
He was peering into each driver’s face and asking his 
usual questions. 

“Where do you live? What’s your country of 
citizenship? What are you bringing in from Mexico?”’ 

The green light flashed. It was our turn. 

““Where do you live?”’ 

. ‘‘San Diego.”’ 

“‘What’s your country of citizenship?”’ 

“United States.”’ 

“‘What are you bringing in from Mexico?’’ 

I didn’t breathe. 

Rob smiled. He reached into the back seat for our 
purchase and said, ‘‘Flowers.”’ 

“*Proceed.’’ 

I breathed a sigh of relief. We drove on. Rob hummed. 
I cried. 

Two weeks later, we stood in the Old Mission and 
watched the waters of Baptism flow over the long black 
hair of our little flower, God’s special miracle in our lives.

WASHINGTON — Facing what it 
calls a ‘‘critical shortage of active duty 
Catholic chaplains,’’ the U.S. Army has 
introduced a new program of recruiting 
priests for only two years of active duty 
instead of the traditional three. ° 

The Protestant chaplaincies in the 
armed services have waiting lists of 
applicants; but currently the Catholic 
Army chaplaincy corps has: only two- 
fifths. of the chaplains it says it needs. 
The Navy has about two-thirds of its 
stated quota of priests, and the Air Force 
slightly over three-fourths. 

In all the service branches the average 
priest-chaplain must serve twice as 
many Catholics asthe average priest in 
U.S. civilian life. The total number of 
Catholic chaplains on active duty has 
now dropped below 700, a decrease of 
more than 25 percent since 1980, when 
there were 950. 

Sixty Army installations which are 
supposed to have an active duty 
Catholic chaplain currently have none, 
according to the chief of the chaplains 
office in the Pentagon. 

‘In some places” where we should 
have five priests, we’re down to. two,”’ 
said Father Philip Thoni, the. Army’s 


_Catholic chaplain recruiter. He cited 


Fort Hood, Texas, the Army’s largest 
base. Of the 75 chaplains allocated in 
the budget, 12 should be Catholic, but 
there are only three priests there now. 

Those who enter the. Army 
chaplaincy’s new alternative program 
are required to go on reserve status after 
their two-year tour. They must return to 
their diocese or religious community for 
at least one year of civilian ministry 
before they can re-apply for active duty. 
They also need: permission of their 
bishop or superior to re-apply. 

With dioceses and religious orders 
facing their own shortages of priests, 
bishops and Religious superiors are 
often reluctant to release someone for a 
stint in the military chaplaincy, Father 
Thoni said. 

Some bishops are afraid that if they 
release a priest for chaplaincy, they may 
not get him back in the diocese until he 
reaches military retirement in his 60s. 
The required return to civilian service 
after two years can alleviate that 
concern, Father Thoni said. 

He said that because of the shortage, 
the Army chaplaincy has started to pull 
its active-duty chaplains out of Army 
hospitals across the country and contract 
those posts out to civilian priests, often 
retired or semi-retired. 

Now 63 and on extension from the 
military’s usual requirement to retire at

63, Father Thoni is a priest from 
Nashville who has been a chaplain for 20 
years. In February he returned to the 


U.S. from a three-year tour in 
Heilbronn, West Germany, where ‘“‘I 
said Mass for five different posts ... two 
Masses every Saturday and three every 
Sunday.”’ 

Father John Kenney, personnel 
actions officer for the Air Force 
chaplaincy and a 59-year-old:priest from 
Burlington, Vt., who has been a 
chaplain for 22 years, said all the 
Protestant, Orthodox and Jewish 
chaplaincies in the Air Force are 
normally filled without any problem. 
But the Catholic chaplain corps is 
“‘usually short about 65’’ from its 
authorization level, which is currently 
270, he said. 

Because of the high number of 
families at Air Force bases, chaplaincies 


needed | needed 


in the Air Force are usually more like 
civilian parish posts than _ the 
chaplaincies in the other service 
branches, Father Kenney and other 
chaplains said. 

Father Kenney said _ that, 
traditionally, the Air Force Catholic 
chaplaincy has not had a recruiter, 
although the Army and Navy did. But 
with the growing priest shortage, the Air 
Force recently followed suit and 
assigned Father Eugene Gasparovic to 
recruitment. 

“We are also thinking of changing 
our rule. of not accepting anyone over 
42,” Father Kenney said. 

Father Eugene Gomulka, Catholic 
chaplain recruiter for the Navy — 
which also covers chaplaincies for the 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard — said 
the Navy, Army. and Air Force meet 
their distinct needs with differences in

policies. 

While the Air Force won’t accept 
entering priests over 42, he said, the 
Army accepts them up to the age of 50, 
“‘and we’re taking people up to their 

mid-50s. Our needs are such, if I cut off 
at 42, I couldn’t replace the ones who 
are leaving.”’ 

So far the Air Force is stricter about 
retiring Catholic chaplains at age 62, 
while Army and Navy chaplaincies have 
shown more readiness to grant 
individual waivers up to age 65 in order 
to meet the shortage. . 

Father Gomulka, 38 and a Navy 
chaplain for seven years, is a priest of 
the Altoona-Johnstown Diocese in 
Pennsylvania. When he entered the 
chaplain corps, he said, ‘‘I had no 
intention of serving more than three 
years. But the needs were so great I 
stayed on.”’ 

The Navy has about twice as many 
Catholics per priest as his diocese, he 
said. His last assignment before moving 
to Washington as recruiter, he said, was 
as chief Catholic chaplain in the Sixth 
Fleet. 

Father Gomulka said the criteria for 
allocating chaplains change with each 
branch of service, so the ratio of 
chaplains on active duty to allocated 
slots is not the only way to view the 
Catholic chaplain shortage. 

The more meaningful figure to him, 
he said, is the ratio of chaplains to the 
military personnel and the families that 
must be served. 

According to the latest data, he said, 
there is one priest-chaplain for every 
2,137 Catholics served in the Army; one 
priest for every 2,052 Catholics in the 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard; and 
one priest for every 1,828 Catholics in 
the Air Force. 

In civilian church life in the United 
States, he said, the average is one priest 
for every 930 Catholics. 

In his efforts to recruit, Father 
Gomulka said, ‘‘what’s critical is that 
the bishops recognize that the military 
has young people of their diocese’? who 
need pastoral service. 

Father Thoni said he stresses the same 
thing when he asks a bishop for a 
chaplain to serve Catholics in the Army. 
““We tell them, ‘They’re’ your 
people.’ ’’ 

Last January, the U.S. Catholic 
Archdiocese for the Military Services — 
the church’s sponsoring agency for 
Catholic military chaplains — 
announced that it was beginning to 
recruit its own vocations by co- 
sponsoring priesthood candidates with 
dioceses under an agreement that would 
allow the candidates to pursue a career 
military chaplaincy after ordination.

their safe departure. 

Chun fears the cardinal because 
Korean Catholics support his work for 
social justice, Andre Kin said. 

The Catholic Church has always 
worked for human rights in South Korea, 
Holecek said. Her brother, Columban 
Father Francis Holecek, a missionary 
there for 20 years, used to protest the 
government’s imprisonment and torture 
of his parishioners in the Diocese of 
Wonju. 

The priest presently works in the. Los 
Angeles area. The South Korean 
government will not let him return, she 
said. 

According to Ha, Catholics in the city 


of Kwang Joo have accelerated the drive - 


for democracy during the past decade. 
The government accused student 
demonstrators of rioting and ordered 
troops into the city. 

The ensuing clash resulted ‘‘in the 
slaughter of 2,000 people, although the 
government reported a smaller number of 
deaths,’’ Holecek added. 

Those interviewed all favor the 
opposition Reunification Democratic 
Party (RDP) in the upcoming election. 
The two party leaders, Kim Dae Jung 
‘and RDP President Kim Young Sam, 
said they would not divide the party by 
both running as presidential candidates. 
Instead, they agreed to resolve the matter 
through negotiation. 

Ha, Kin and Shin hope that Kim Dae 
Jung, a Catholic and runner-up in the 
1971 presidential election, will succeed 
Chun when his term ends in February. 
Ha predicts that his choice will capture at

least 60 percent of the votes. 

Chun recently restored Kim Dae 
Jung’s political rights that had been 
revoked since 1980. 

Peter Kim favors the election of Kim 
Young Sam, a moderate he believes could 
win if the election were conducted fairly: 

Both opposition leaders have reportedly 
asked that an interim government be 
formed while constitutional changes are 
being made. 

Kin favors such an arrangement. Peter 
Kim believes it desirable, but not 
practical because it would add to the 
nation’s unrest. 

Holecek said that the ‘‘Koreans want 
stability until the Oympics are over.”’ 

All the respondents agreed that the 
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National Assembly, an elected legislative 
body, should approve the country’s new 
constitution. 

Some of them criticized the role of the 
U.S. government in South Korean 
politics. 

Holecek. and Ha accused the United 
States of helping to keep Chun and his 
predecessor Pak Chung Hi in- power. 
Maintaining the status quo in the 
Southeast Asian country perpetuates the 
abundance of cheap. labor serving 
American corporations and thus protects 
U.S. economic interests, she said. 

The White House should base its 
policies ‘‘on the will of the South Korean 
people instead of inflicting our power and 
will on them,”’ the physician said.

CLAIREMONT — Dan and Kay 
Sorohan have a solution to the violence in 
Northern Ireland: prayer. They have 


planned monthly Masses for peace with - 


justice in that war-torn region since July 


of 1982. 


““The Masses were Kay’s idea,’’ Dan 
said. a 

“Tt was the Holy Spirit’s idea,’’ Kay 
countered. 

Since they initiated this custom, 


Catholics throughout the San Diego area 
have gathered at 38 different churches to 
pray the rosary, celebrate the liturgy and 
socialize with Irish entertainment. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher celebrated the 
first Mass for the special intention. 

Holy Trinity Church hosted the most 
recent event July 24, ushering in the 
sixth year for the celebrations. Father 
Stephen Dunn, pastor, was the main 
celebrant of the 6 p.m. Mass. 

Concelebrants included Father Brian 
Corcoran, associate pastor; Father Mark 
Campbell, diocesan director of personnel; 
Father Patrick Mimnagh, resident at 
Nazareth House; and Father Larry Kelly, 
a visitor from Ireland. Rev. Frank 
Maguire, pastor of the Episcopalian 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Bonita, 
participated. 

During the petitions, Father Dunn 
prayed for the Sorohans, who ‘‘have been 
instrumental in reminding the Christian 
community of the importance of praying 
for peace. We thank you for their lives 
and the Christianity they exemplify in 
their love for you and the church.”’ 

A catered dinner and social in the 
parish hall followed the liturgy. The 
Sorohans were recognized for their role in 
organizing the gatherings. Mary Lynch, 
another supporter, presented the couple 
with a gift to offset the expenses they 
incur for the get-togethers. The donation 
was from Father Martin McGovern, who 
lives in Knock, Ireland, and proceeds 
from a raffle conducted during the 
evening. 

The program also featured a videotape 
of Mary’s apparitions at a church in 
Knock, which is in County Mayo. Today 
the site is a widely visited Marian shrine 
approved by the church, according to 
literature published by the shrine. 


During an interview with the Southern

continued to hallucinate. I felt I had lost 
my mind and fell asleep. 


June 2 

In the morning I saw a- rescue 
helicopter and knew it was not an 
hallucination. I started to flash my 
mirror, yell and wave my arms, although 
I could stand only a minute at a time. 

By noon, I realized the chopper would 
not find me. Depression gave way to fear, 
then anger. If they can’t get me out, I'll 
get out myself, I thought, and asked God 
to help me. 

Feeling some confidence and control, I 
prayed the rosary, which again calmed 
my fears. 

I lay in the shade until 5 p.m., nearly 
overcome with thirst — I had gone eight 
days without water. I ate the last piece of 
candy, put on my 35-pound backpack 
and, with the help of a hiking stick, began 
my nightlong search for water. 


June 3 

At 3 a.m. I heard the trickling sound of 
water. Exhausted from the 10-hour hike 
and unable to carry the pack, I left 
everything behind but a 10-pound day 
pack. I put on layers of warm clothing 
and continued to follow the sound of 
water. 

Trees blocked the full moon, but I set 
out in the black of night, getting bumped 
and bruised along the way. My flashlight 
worked intermittently. 

I remembered a verse from Psalm 23: 
‘Beside restful waters he leads me; he 
refreshes my soul.”’ 

By 5:30 that morning, I found a small 
pool of stagnant water. Not knowing how 
close I was to flowing water, I filled a 
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quart bottle, closed my eyes and forced 
myself to drink the discolored liquid. 

I soon found a narrow freshwater 
brook. At first I could swallow only a 
spoonful of the water at a time, but 
managed to drink about five quarts while 
remaining there to hydrate. I filled two 
quart bottles for the rest of the hike. 

I tried to climb to the site where I had 
left my packback, but gave up after an 
hour. 

That evening strong winds ushered in 
an all-night rainstorm. I was terrified 
from trying to avoid trees being struck by 
lightning. I crawled under a high bush 
and clung to its trunk. 

I had lost my day pack. My rain jacket 
had been ripped by the brush. Drenched 
and shaking with chills, I thought I would 
die of hypothermia. I begged God to stop 
the storm or take me fast. 


June 4 


Still unable to find the main trail, I 
asked God to help me remember the 
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details of my map. He gave me a mental 
image of it: I then headed north and west, 
looking and listening for Turkey Creek, 
which flows toward the highway. At 
intervals I fell down, gave up, rested, 
then continued hiking. 

I came to a large creek, and found a 
rusty iron kettle and barbed wire — signs 
of hope I was afraid to trust. 

By nightfall, my clothes were dry. 
Unable to find a dry place to sleep, I lay 
down on wet pine needles under a tree. I 
began to shiver. But when I started to 
pray a few Hail Marys or a decade of the 
rosary, I felt warm. It was like being 
wrapped in a blanket. I was relaxed and 
didn’t feel that I was dying. 


June 5 

I followed the southwest-flowing creek. 
The terrain was becoming flatter and 
showed signs of campsites. I ate nuts from 
pinecones, but my swollen throat made it 
almost impossible to swallow. 

By mid-afternoon I reached Turkey 
Creek. Before I reached my car, I heard a 
van heading west and flagged it down. 
The driver tried to pass me, but I blocked 
the road, waving frantically. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 
eternal happiness and peace.

ALCALA PARK — A black nun who will participate 
in a papal meeting for black bishops and other black 
Catholics Sept. 12 in New Orleans says she would like the 
gathering to focus on thrée issues: authentic black 
leadership in the church, authentic black Catholic 
education and black vocations. 

Sister Oralisa Martin, SHF, consultant in catechesis in 
the black perspective for the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, 
said she would like this discussion to dwell upon 
commitment and money. 

Sister Martin was in San Diego last week as the keynote 
speaker for the 17th annual Afro-American Liturgical 
Workshop at the University of San Diego July 19-25. 

In an interview with the Southern Cross, she said that 
authenticity means ‘‘no tokenism. Black ushers and 
usherettes don’t impress me.”’ 

The papal meeting should include a discussion of the 
‘reorganization of the ecclesial structure so that black 
people can lead and determine their own destiny,’’ she 
said. ‘‘I want authentic black vocations and leaders 
equipped to deal'with the business of God. Black leaders 
must be in a position to make the ultimate decisions.”’

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Real clowns will emerge 
from youth workshop

SANTEE — Girl Scouts and Campfire 
members ages 9 and older will have the 
opportunity to learn clown ministry at an 
August workshop sponsored by the 
diocesan Girl Scout-Campfire Catholic 
Committee. 

The workshop, titled ‘‘Members of the 
Merry Ministry,’’ will take place August 
22 from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. in St. 
Gabriel parish hall in Poway. The cost is 
$5. 

Kathy Kakacek, a workshop organizer, 
said she is excited about the program 
because “it will offer more than just the 
‘“‘how to’’ of being a clown. Participants 
will also have the opportunity to share 
their newly acquired skills at a nearby 
rest home. 

Some 10 adult volunteers will help 
instruct the young participants in the art 
of clowning, she said. The day will 
include instruction in face painting, 
gesturing, movement, tricks, juggling 
and ballooning. 

Kakacek hopes the workshop will be the 
kickoff for a. continuing clown ministry 
program through which participants will 
visit rest homes regularly. 

“T’m excited about this possibility 
because it will give the kids a chance to do 
more than just bake cookies and go to a 
rest home,’’ Kakacek said, adding that 
she hopes she can enlist enough adult 
volunteers for the nfinistry program. 

Kathy DiFede, one of the workshop’s 
adult volunteers and a professional clown, 
said clowns can often brighten an elderly 
person’s day. ‘‘A clown brings hope and 
conveys the message that things are not as 
bad as you think they are.”’ 

Many people are willing to accept 
clowns because they are not viewed as 
strangers, said Kakacek, whose clown 
name is Hoby Kat.

Older people are often more accepting 


of clowns, who ‘‘don’t have to talk to ° 


communicate,’’ said DiFede, whose 
clown name is Katy Dee. 

“‘A clown can convey a message 
without being threatening,’’ DiFede said. 
She cited a skit on the family which she 
and three others performed at the June 
RAD Night for youth. The performance 
demonstrated that although family 
members argue, ‘‘God wants us to love 
one another.”’ 

She said clowns are gentle, caring 
people who draw others to them. 

‘“‘Most people don’t understand 
clowns. They only see the makeup and 
the costume. But there is much more 
inside the clown; there’s the character,”’ 
DiFede said. 

She owns a book on clown ministry 
which defines the different types of 
clowns. 

White-face clowns are ‘‘joy bringers.”’ 
Hobo clowns are sad but caring persons 
who can make people laugh. August 
clowns are the type that get tricks played 
on them; they possess much humanity, 
she said. 

The type of clown one chooses to 
become should correspond with an 
individual’s personality, DiFede said. . 

Once the clown costume and makeup is 
applied, “‘people don’t know who you 
are,’’ making it easier to show your often 
unseen inner personality, Kakacek noted. 

DiFede, who teaches clowning through 
the Santee Recreation Department, said 
she always tells her students not to be 
nervous when. performing in public 
‘because no one knows who you are.’’

WASHINGTON — President Reagan 
has named Cardinal John J. O’Connor of 
New York to a 13-member national 
commission to recommend policies for 
overcoming AIDS and evaluate progress 
in fighting the disease. 

In a statement issued by the 
Archdiocese of New York, Cardinal 


O’Connor said that ‘‘in serving on this - 


commission, it is my hope I will be able to 
find ways to help alleviate the suffering of 
those persons who already have this 
terrible disease, as well as to contribute 
towards the prevention of its future 
spread.”’ 

The cardinal added that ‘‘the 
Archdiocese of New York has been active 
in AIDS care and in educational efforts 
for AIDS prevention. I will try to bring 
the experiences I have gained through our 
efforts to this commission and, in turn, to 
gain knowledge and insight that will be of 
help to the archdiocese.”’

$67 million is credited : 
to Knights of Columbus 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. — The Knights 
of Columbus gave more than $67 million 
to charitable causes in 1986 and donated 
more than 24 million hours.in volunteer 
services, a recent survey concluded. 

The survey revealed that the physically 
handicapped and the mentally retarded 
were the principal beneficiaries of Knights 
of Columbus efforts. In 1986, some $1.3 
million was donated to the disabled and 
$11.2 was given to aid the retarded. Local 
Special Olympics programs received 
$674,369. 

In addition, $1.7 million was provided 
in grants to seminarians to help with 
educational expenses. An_ estimated 
$565,750 was given to seminaries and 
religious houses of study. 
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It is hard to realize that the fairest of 
them “all is” celebrating her golden 
anniversary, but it .is reaffirming to 
realize that over that span she has lost not 
a whit of her beauty, charm or magic. 

As the mercilessly blunt magic mirror 
kept reminding the wicked queen, the 
fairest of them all is Snow White, who — 
before she first enraptured the public all 
those years ago — was known as 
“‘Disney’s Folley.’’ 

When Walt Disney and his small army 
of artists first began work on ‘‘Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs’’ in 1934, 
the consensus of experts was that the 
venture would be the end of Disney and 


his studio. 
There had never been a full-length 


animated feature, and as far as anyone 
could tell, there was no public clamor for 


one. ; 
Disney, blessedly, thought otherwise. 


He was convinced there was a vast 
audience out there just waiting for 
something totally different, an audience 
that would happily accept 90 minutes of 
escapism. Given the tenor of the times, 
with the country in the depths of the 
Great Depression, he felt that audience 
needed 90 minutes of escapism. 

So Disney pushed ahead, even when 
the initial budget escalated beyond his 
wildest nightmares and he had to 
mortgage whatever he owned to keep the 
project going. 

‘‘Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs’’ 
became one of the most successful movies 
in the history of the industry, setting box- 
office records in its initial’ release, and 
adding to the total in a series of 
subsequent releases. 


Now it returns in a_ year-long, 
worldwide celebration of its 50th 
anniversary. 


Testimony to its greatness is the fact 
that after all those years, it remains as 
enchanting and enthralling as ever it was, 
as it always has been. And why not? It is 
truly a movie that has everything. There 
are wonderful characters: the beautiful 
princess, the dashing prince, the jealous 
queen and the adorable dwarfs, 
particularly the cantankerous Grumpy

and the tangle-tongued Doc. There is 


splendid music. Romance. 
Adventure. Danger. 

In short, ‘‘Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs’? (G, A-1l) is a genuine 
masterpiece, and a masterpiece doesn’t 
age, it only improves. 


Laughter. 


Innerspace (PG, A-2) is slightly less 
than a masterpiece, but it is still a 
crackling good movie. It’s an exciting, 
funny fantasy adventure from Steven 


- Spielberg, who — like Disney — knows a 


thing or two about entertainment. 

This fantastic voyage, sparklingly 
directed by Joe Dante and laden with 
marvelous optical and special -effects, 
begins when a radical scientific 
experiment goes awry and a miniaturized 
adventurer (Dennis Quaid) is accidentally 
injected into the body of a nondescript 
grocery store clerk (Martin Short). 

All right, so a little suspension of 
disbelief is required. It’s a small price to 
pay. 

Anyhow, the two have to co-exist 
through some very perilous times, with 
Quaid rocketing around Short’s system in 
a tiny spaceship and very drastically 
altering Short’s life. It’s wonderful stuff, 
funny and often thrilling. 


Summer is definitely not prime time for 
serious movies, but it’s not bad for sheer 
entertainment, a category into which a 
futuristic fantasy called RoboCop (R, O) 
almost falls. 

The story revolves around the creation 


of the cop of the near future, an android . 


pieced together from the bullet-riddled 
parts of a once human cop named 
Murphy (Peter Weller). What of Murphy 
was retained, except for the face, is a 
puzzlement, but the screenplay isn’t big 
on expository matter. 

Anyhow, RoboCop is turned loose on 


the criminals of Detroit, sort: of like the 
‘‘Terminator’’ with a badge’ and lots of 
slick effects. It’s strictly comic book stuff, 
but a very violent and profane comic 
book. It’s too grisly to be great fun, with 
Dutch director Peter Vérhoeven, in his 
American debut, lingering too long, too 
lovingly. and too graphically over all the 
bloodletting. 


Finally, there are two movies now 
about with — appropriately enough — 
“‘revenge’’ in the title. The revenge, 
unfortunately, is on the audience. 

First and worst is Revenge of the 
Nerds II: Nerds in Paradise (PG-13, 
A-3), a totally disgusting sequel to a 
surprisingly charming original in which a 
bunch of campus wimps turn the tables on 
their persecutors. 

The perpetrators of the sequel, few of 
whom aside from the actors had anything 
to do with the original, have wrung every 
bit of charm from the story, replacing it 
with nonstop and nonfunny scatalogical 
humor. 

This time the nerds are turned loose in 
Florida, where they are attending a 
nationwide convention of college 
fraternities. It’s totally infantile, not to 
mention repugnant. 


And then there is Jaws, the Revenge 
(PG-13, A-2), in which the feisty fish or 
one of its successors decides to wipe out 
the Brody family, which has plagued it 
through three earlier movies, including 
the classic original, one of the scariest 
movies ever made. 

This one is better than ‘‘II’’ or “‘III,’’: 
which is damning with faint praise. The 
premise for ‘‘Jaws, the Revenge’’ is 
ludicrous, and the movie -never recovers 
from that rather formidable obstacle, no 
matter how often the director dangles 
innocent young feet in the water in an 
effort to hype the suspense.

Comunidades de base 
celebran la revolucion

CIUDAD DE MEXICO — Apoyando 
fuertemente-a Nicaragua y oponiéndose 
tenazmente a la polftica de los. Estados 
Unidos respecto a_ ese pais 
centroamericano, miembros de_ las 
comunidades eclesiales de base de la 
Giudad de México celebraron el octavo 
aniversario de la revolucidn Sandinista el 
19 de julio con una peregrinacién y Misa 
en el santurario mas venerado de México. 

El acontecimiento mezcldé politica y 
religidn cuando cerca de 4,000 peregrinos 
oraron a la Virgen Maria, pidiendo su 
ayuda para acabar con la violencia 
politica en América Central y “la 
agresion criminal contra Nicaragua’ — 
clara referencia a los rebeldes apoyados 
por los E.U., los Contras. 

Los peregrinos cantaron himnos, 
proclamaron lemas religiosos y politicos y 
oraron durante la procesidn de tres 
millas, en un calor de 90 grados, desde el 
centro de la capital a la Basilica de 
Nuestra Sefiora de Guadalupe. En la 
iglesia, 17 sacerdotes que trabajan con las 
comunidades de base concelebraron la 
Misa. 

Al igual que otros cientos de miles de 
peregrinos de los alrededores de México, 
fueron al sitio donde la patrona de 
México y las Américas aparecié al indio 
Juan Diego en 1531. 

Pero los miembros de las comunidades 
de base tuvieron una peticion singular. 

En una parte de la oracién pidieron que 
la Virgen ‘‘escuchara a nuestros 
lamentos, oyera nuestros’ gritos; 
Nicaragua debe sobrevivir porque alli los 


_pobres tratan de hacer algo que nunca 


sohabamos antes, porque alli una vida 
nueva de dignidad y justicia para todo el 
pueblo ha aparecido.”’ 

Las comunidades eclesiales de base son 
grupos pequenos de catdlicos laicos que se 
reunen regularmente para discutir, 
dentro de un contexto biblico, los 
problemas de la vida diaria y cémo lograr 


la justica social. 

Los peregrinos eran gente pobre siendo 
la mayorfa mujeres y nifios. Dijeron que 
representaban unas 200 comunidades de 
base de unos 30 barrios pobres de la 
capital y el Estado de México. 

En una declaracién de prensa, las 
comunidades dijeron que el Presidente 
estadounidense Jimmy Carter ‘‘habld de 
Dios, Reagan habla de Dios ... hoy en 
América Central el nombre de Dios es 
usado para matar la gente, para asesinar 
las catequistas y sacerdotes, para atacar la 
poblacidn civil desamparada. 

Tal punto de vista de Dios es un 
‘‘sacrilegio,’’ dijo la declaracidn, que las 
comunidades no pueden’ aceptar porque 
‘Dios, el padre de nuestro Sefor 
Jesucristo, es el Dios de la liberacién.”’ 

Miembros de la jerarquia catdlica de 
Nicaragua han acusado a los Sandinistas 
de opresioén religiosa. El gobierno ha 
cerrado una estacién de radio y una 
publicacién operada por los obispos.

Meeting with Jewish leaders is on hold +

MIAMI — In 1986, for the first time 
since the days of St. Peter, a Catholic 
pope visited a Jewish synagogue. 

The pontiff who ended that nearly 
2,000-year estrangement was John Paul 
II. Now, one of the first things scheduled 
for his visit to the United States is a 
meeting with Jewish leaders in Miami. 

But the anticipated meeting, the result 
of lengthy planning by Jewish and 
Catholic officials at local and national 
levels;; has been jeopardized by 
frictions, especially the 
pontiff’s June 25 meeting with Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim. 

Jewish leaders expressed outrage at the 
papal meeting with Waldheim who has 
been linked to — but has denied — 
complicity in Nazi war crimes. The 
Jewish community has sought a 
‘‘substantive’’ meeting with the pope 
before the Miami session, which itself has 
been labeled ‘‘ceremonial’’ because it 
would feature reading of prepared 
statements but little chance for back-and- 
forth discussions of issues. 

At least one Jewish group, the 
American -Jewish Congress, has 
announced intentions to withdraw from 
the Miami meeting. Others warn they are 
leaning in a similar direction if no 
substantive meeting precedes the Miami 
events. By mid-July, however, most had 
declined to make a final decision or issue 


«* any formal ultimatums. 


To help relieve tensions, American 
Jewish and Catholic officials met on July 
9 in New York City with Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, Vatican secretary of 
state. 

Rabbi Marc

T. Tanenbaum, 
affairs director of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
characterized the discussion with 
Cardinal Casaroli as ‘‘a useful meeting”’ 
and as ‘‘the beginning of a process.”’ 

‘We look forward to a series of follow- 
up steps that we discussed with Cardinal 
Casaroli in order to help clarify the deep 
misunderstandings which emerged as a 
result of the meeting that Kurt 
Waldhheim requested and held with the 
pope,” he said. 

In June, a coalition of Jewish officials

had issued a _ three-point statement 
expressing shock about the pope- 
Waldheim meeting, stating that the 


Miami papal visit would not offer the 
proper forum for discussing serious issues 
with the pope, and calling for the 
‘‘substantive’’ discussion to precede the 
Miami meeting. 

“*Clearly, the three-point statement did 
not cancel the Miami meeting,’’ said 
Rabbi Solomon Schiff, executive vice 
president of the Greater Miami 
Rabbinical Association and director of 
chaplaincy for the Greater Miami Jewish 
Federation. 

However, he said, ‘‘the Miami 
meeting is now on hold waiting to see 
what will happen’’ and may fall through if 
no substantive meeting precedes it. 

“We're waiting to hear from. the 
Vatican,’’ he said. 

‘‘We’re really on hold,’’ agreed Terry 
Sundy, an Archdiocese of Miami official 
involved in the papal planning. “‘The 
meeting is still on the agenda, definitely,’’

A third place to look for profoundly 
religious experiences is in the 
reconciliation of the paradoxes of life. 
Johnson constrasted the virtues of our 
society with the religious view of life. For 


.@ example, in contemporary society, it is 


wr 


laudable to win, eat, have a good income, 
be independent, be a person of action, 
and to value freedom, power, choice, 
clarity and sobriety. 

The religious view of life suggests that 
it is better to lose than to win, to give than 
to receive, to fast rather than eat, to be 
passive and quiet rather than active and 
prominent, to be observant rather than 


decisive, to live under authority rather 
than be free, to be ecstatic rather than 
sober, and to have a global view rather 
than a narrowly focused view. 

“‘These paradoxes cause collisions in 
our lives,’’ he said. ‘‘No matter which we 
choose we feel guilty. This is the neurotic 
structure of most Western people.”’ 

There is a way out, howver, Johnson 
said, noting that the root meaning of the 
word ‘religion’ is ‘re’ — to do again, and 
‘lig’ — to join. ‘“The religious thing is to 
join these pairs of opposites; the bridging, 
the creation of a ligature between these 
opposites is a profoundly religious 
experience.”

workers are needed to perform data 
entry. Persons with medical knowledge 
are needed for the center’s clinic. 

One of the facility’s larger areas-is the 
tot room, Howard said. Volunteers will 
care for the children of residents while the 
adults are out taking care of personal 
business, such as seeking employment. 

Persons with Class 2 driver’s licenses 
also are being sought to help transport 
children to various field trip sites. The 
current lack of qualified drivers has left 
some children out of the field trip 
program. 

The one-room schoolhouse could also 
use additional teacher’s aides. The school 
is an important part of the facility because 
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it provides a normal routine for resident 
children, Howard said. About 70 children 
live at the current shelter on 17th Street. 

The existing facility has about 100 
volunteers. Howard hopes that most of 
these people will continue their labors at 
the new center. She noted that some of 
these persons have been with the shelter 
since it opened three years ago. 

Initially, Ladies of Charity members 
are expected to staff the new center’s 
registration area. The group will also 
conduct public tours of the facility. Tours 
are slated for Aug. 23-30; morning and 
afternoon sessions are available, she said.

A high-level Jewish source, who agreed 
to discuss the situation on the condition of 
not being identified publicly, said the 
looked-for ‘‘substantive’’ meeting 
“‘certainly wasn’t the one that took 
place’? with Cardinal Casaroli. ‘“That 
was an exploratory session.”’ 

Despite the problems at the papal level, 
‘American Catholic and Jewish 
relationships are very strong and very 
good,’’ the Jewish source said. 

Msgr. Bryan O. Walsh, chairman of 
the Miami Archdiocese’s Ecumenical and 
Interfaith Commission, said in June, 
before the Waldheim controversy broke, 
that ‘‘since this is such a large Jewish 
community, this (visit) is very important 
to us.” 

The greater Miami area has one of the 
highest percentages of Jewish population 
in the nation and reportedly the highest 
percentage of Holocaust survivors outside 


Israel. 

But even at that date, before the 
eruption of criticism, he noted that some 
controversy is likely when the pope comes 
to visit..“‘We can expect that (criticism) 
just as some of our Catholic people will be 
protesting the pope’s visit for their 
particular agendas,’’ the monsignor said. 

As part of his Miami activities, the 
pontiff is slated to officially open the 
Vatican Judaica Exhibit at the Dade 
County Cultural Center. 

At ceremonies marking the first 
viewing of the exhibition July 15, a 
Jewish official praised Catholic-Jewish 
ties and criticized the pontiff’s visit with 
Waldheim, described as ‘‘an unrepentent 
Nazi.”’ 

“Tt has been said that more progress 
has been made toward Catholic-Jewish 
understanding in the past 20 years than in 
the previous 2,000,’’ said Melvin 
Merians, vice chairman of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations board 
of trustees. 

Merians cited such developments as 
promulgation of the Vatican II document 
““Nostra Aetate.’’ 

The Vatican II document said that 
Christ’s passion ‘‘cannot be blamed upon 
all the Jews then living, without 
distinction, nor upon the Jews of today,”’ 
called for ‘‘mutual understanding and 
respect’’ and deplored anti-Semitism. 

At his 1986 synagogue meeting, the 
pope reiterated those sentiments. 

Merians suggested that ‘“‘the pope 
should respond, in an _ appropriate 
manner, to the anguish expressed by the 
entire - Jewish community’’ over the 
Waldheim visit. The Jewish community, 
in turn, should ‘express its strong moral 
protest without inflicting additional and 
gratuitious damage on ever-improving 
Catholic-Jewish ties in the United 
States,’’ he said. 

“Both Catholics and Jews must work to 
prevent an alarming conflict from turning 
into a disaster,’’ Merians advised. ‘‘Jews 
and Catholics have worked too long and 
come too far to permit the fruits of their 
common efforts to be spoiled because of 
the damaging consequences of a single, 
ill-advised event.” 

The Judaica exhibit itself ‘‘is part of a 
process’ of interfaith understanding, he 
said. ‘“The dialogue must go on.”’
